Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

Assembly Rule 7 (4):  The rule is amended to limit the number of employees
assigned to each member of the assembly to 2 employees for the speaker, majority
leader, and minority leader, and 1.5 employees for all other members.

Resolved by the assembly, That:

SECTION 1. Assembly rule 7 (4) is amended to read:

Assembly Rule 7 (4)  The committee on assembly organization shall determine

the number of assembly employes employees assigned to each member and the type

of duties and responsibilities assigned to each employe employee, but may not assign

more than 2 employees to the speaker, majority leader, and minority leader or more

than 1.5 employees to any other member.
